German-Austrian press regarding the 
impending offensive against the Ita l­ 
ians indications are daily apparent of 
a complete reorganization of the Aus­ 
trian arm ies in that theater, and of 
preparations for ah offensive. 
The Austrians have inaugurated a I 
cam paign of raids and reconnaisances ! 
usually the prelude of a major attack.' 
T h e Austrian high command apparent­ 
ly has divided its 
forces 
into 
two 
groups, the armies of each being com­ 
manded separately. 
T h e 
effective 
divisions 
holding 
down the Italian front, which w ere a l­ 
lowed to decrease during the winter, 
have been reinforced. 
The number 
of companies has been increased and 
a rtille ry filled out. 
From various sources It is learned 
that extensive efforts are in progress 
for the purpose of restoring the com­ 
bative quality of the Austrian army. 
Thile these preparations 
seem ingly 
indicate an offensive against Italy, a l­ 
lied m ilitary officials recognize that 
this new military concentration could 
easily be thrown against the Franco- 
H ritish front. 


Reports from the Macedonian front 
state that after a w inter of inactivity, 
the French and B ritish have begun 
activities, capturing several villages 
during the past month. 


The Macedonian front is now held 
exclusively by Bulgarians. 
The G er­ 
man divisions form erly there 
have 
been transferred to the French front 
and into Asia-Minor and Syria. 
A l­ 
though Germun officers are still com­ 
m anding the a rtille ry 
and 
aviation 
units, and the Bulgarians presum ably 
are acting under the Germ an im perial 
staff, they do not give any evidence of 
an offensive.

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TAX LIMITATION LAW 


Some ol tho rough edges of the tax limitation moas 
ure, upon which tile people of California will vote this 
tall, are to he smoothed out in an amendment that it is 
proposed shall go upon the ballot with the tax limitation 
law which has been subjected to the referendum. 
Local school authorities will well remember the steps 
that were taken to defeat the tax limitation law, passed 
by the last legislature. 
The schools, aroused largely by 
Mark Koppel I of Los Angeles, were submerged in a fear 
that the law would surround the schools with limitations 
that would prevent them from meeting emergencies 
produced by rapid growth and development. 
At the time, the Register declared that it believed 
the general provisions of the law to be excellent. 
The 
hill as passed has the budget as its cornerstone. 
As a 
business proposition, we believe that the budget system 
in public affairs is bound to come. 


The fear among the school authorities resulted in 
holding up the law for a vote by the people. 
Recently 
there have been conferences at which the objections 
raised by the schools were discussed. 


The result of these conferences was a decision to 
submit an initiative measures to the vote of the people 
At the November election two tax limitation laws will 
appear upon the ballot, so that the voters may choose 
between them. 
The first will be the original act of the 
last legislature, commonly known as A. it. 1013, which 
was held up by referendum, and the second will be > 
proposed substitute to be submitted tis an initiative meas 
tiro. 
Regarding the matter the following joint statement 
has been issued by President E. .NL Cox of the California 
Teachers' Association and Director H. VV. Clark of Ta* 
Payers’ Association of California: 
At the last session of the California legis­ 
lature a law, known as Assembly Hill No. 1013, 
or the "Tax Limitation Law,” was enacted. 
It 
had two main purposes, as follows: 
First: 
To bring about a more businesslike 
and efficient management of the finances of the 
several counties by putting into operation, in 
each of them, a much needed modern budget 
system. 


Second: 
To promote economy by limiting 
the amount of annual increase in the total of 
money to be levied in taxes in each county. 
J-ast 
June 
the 
referendum 
was 
invoked 
against A. B. 1913 because school authorities be­ 
lieved thut by the abolishing of certain prov- 
visions 
of 
law 
requiring 
certain 
minimum 
amounts to be provided for school purposes, and 
for other reasons, the schools would have seri­ 
ously suffered in financial support. 
Since the referendum was invoked repre­ 
sentatives from the State Hoard of Control, the 
Tax Payers' Association of California, and the 
teachers’ organizations have held conferences tor 
the purpose of reaching un agreement regarding 
a tax limit measure. At the first meeting it was 
found that all could agree upon certain definite 
principles upon which such a measure could 
properly be based. 
After these principles were agreed to, re- 
i 
peated 
attempts 
were 
made 
to 
draft 
such 
amendments to A. lf. 1013 as would remedy the 
, 
objections raised by school authorities. 
The 
final draft, unanimously approved by the com­ 
mittee, is jiow submitted for initiative signa­ 
tures to the voters of California. 
Briefly, tile principal modifications of A. II. 
1013 proposed in this initiative measure are as 
follows: 


Tax levies for schools to be considered apart 
from tax levies for all other purposes. 
In the 
case of county school tax levies the amount to 
be produced in any year shall not, without sanc­ 
tion of the Board of Authorization, exceed by 
more than 5 per cent the amount produced by like 
levies in the preceding year jeer unit of average 
daily attendance; 
and the minimum require­ 
ments prescribed by Sections 1764, 1817 and 1818 
of the Political Code are fully protected. 
In the 
case of district school levies the amount produced 
in each district may not exceed by more than 
five per cent the amount produced in such dis­ 
trict, per unit of average dally attendance in the 
preceding year. 
Levies 
for 
other 
than 
school 
purposes 
stand as in the original tax limitation measure 
except that levies to produce the principal and 
interest on bonded debts are not within the 
operation of the bill.

petition for the proposed initiative 
measure in numbers sufficient to give it a place 
on the ballot.

Candidates for degrees to be conferred by the 
versify of California at the commencement exercises, 
Wednesday, May 15 must sign pledges of allegiance to 
the 
nited States in the present war. 
Four forms of 
pledge are to be used and the oaths have been so de 
signed as to leave no doubt regarding the loyalty and 
sympathy with the government, of every student receiv­ 
ing a degree from the state university. 
Those who fail 
to sign the pledge of allegiance will be refused their 
degrees. 
Pledges will be required not only of the candi­ 
dates tor the bachelor’s degrees but of those who expect 
to receive higher degrees in all departments and schools 
of the university. 
Students who are American citizens will pledge their 


abiding loyalty to the* United Stales;and’ their ^uhquHlh 
fled devotion to the right and the victory of the cause 
for which she fights in the present war.” 
Citizens of 
countries associated with the United States in the pres­ 
ent war are required to pledge their loyalty and devotion 
to the cause of the Allies. 
Students who are citizens or 
subjects of neutral countries are required to state that 
they are in sympathy with the cause for which the United 
States is fighting and are further required to promise 
that they will give no aid or comfort by "sentiment, word, 
or action” to the enemies of the United States or the 
powers allied with her. 
Citizens of countries at war 
with the United States are required to sign a pledge 
identical with that required of a citizen or subject of a 
neutral country. 
In signing the pledges it is being made plain to 
the students that the conferring of their degrees is con­ 
ditioned upon the truth of the statements signed by them. 
This is another instance of the determination of Cali-’ 
fornia institutions to deal firmly with the enemies of the 
country. 
A similar oath may well be required of high 
school graduates.

(From the Riverside Preee) 
" (’an the war news be (rusted?" is a question often 
asked nowadays by newspaper readers. 
And the answer 
is. "It can." 
Now and then an over-zealous or over­ 
worked editor may write a headline that doesn’t convey 
tin- precise truth regarding a victory or defeat. 
But even 
in such cases, the reader may expect to find the real situ­ 
ation presented candidly and accurately lf he reads 
through the war dispatches under the headline. 
It was not always so. 
Correspondents invariably 
seek to learn and write the truth. 
Hut in the early days 
of the war it was very hard for them to get at the facts 
because the military authorities put obstacles in their 
way. 
The authorities learned better, however, and that 
difficulty has vanished. 


“ Before a battle begins,” writes one of the war re­ 
porters in France, "the correspondents are taken into 
the confidence of the army. 
They are called into con­ 
ference with high officers, who tell them exactly what 
is going to he attempted, what troops will be engaged 
and what objectives will be sought. 
It is probable that 
en the night before a big offensive the correspondents 
know more about the operation planned, as a whole, than 
do many of the brigade commanders." 
And us battles 
proceed, the correspondents are likewise kept informed. 
They are seldom permitted to send home all they know, 
or a quarter of what they know, about the situation. Bul 
what they do send is trustworthy. 
This confidential procedure is possible, as the writer 
explains, because none of the correspondents violate the 
faith placed in them. 
No group of men in the world is 
more fully trusted, or has proved more worthy of the 
trust.

It is a safe bet to say there 
w as a man every fifty yards on the 
Trabuco one day th is week and what 
fish they did not catch w ere driven 
into hiding for the tim e being. 'T h ere 
will be lots of fish taken from these 
stream s yet this 
season, 
especially 
from the San Juan, which 
seem s 
to 
have as m any fish th is year as last, in 
spite of the unfavorable conditions. 
A three pound steelhead trout was 
taken by Bronson Holditch Thursday 
evening at the m outh of the San Juan 
while fishing for croakers. 
The water 
was not high enough to 
allow 
the 
usual run of big spaw ners and as a 
result some of them are still hanging 
around the mouth of the stream . 
Limits Regular In Bear Valley 
"It might be well to start some of! 
your town folks to the

Valley 
country, as on my trip up there the 
first of the m onth I found conditions 
exceeding anything ever known in the 
past. 
T h e e is an abundance of fish ! 
'fora I to 2 Hounds and anyone who 
has even a fair know ledge of fishing
